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ABSTRACT 

A modular shelving system includes a plurality of modular 
upright support units spaced from each other in the length direction of the 
system. Each unit includes a plurality of generally horizontal through pas- 
5 sages for receiving and respectively supporting a plurality of elongated shelf- 

supporting rails of varying lengths to allow for varying the length of the 
shelving system as well as varying the spacing between the support units. 
Some of the through passages are located at lower areas of the support 
units to position some of the supporting rails for supporting an appropriate 
1 0 lower shelf. Other of the through passages are located at upper areas of the 

support units to position other of the supporting rails for supporting an 
appropriate upper shelf.
